LONDON. July 31.— The veil of a continental press censorship to­ 
night curtains the scenes and the actors in Europe’s war drama. 
London, the only European capital whose press is free to publish the 
facts, is w ithout the facts to publish. 
Rumors and unauthenticated reports abound. Know*n facts regard­ 
ing the war game are rare, indeed. 
The Balkans are com pletely isolated. 
Not one confirmed news dis­ 
patch relative to activities south of the Danube has come through. 
Vien­ 
na is almost unreported. 
Germany has formally announced a statue of war. in other words, a 
state of martial law, but through sem i-official dispatches, in which no 
dependence is placed, has denied the mobilization of her armies. 
There 
seem s little doubt but that German mobilization of both army and navy 
is being rushed at top speed. 
St. Petersburg’s ever effective censorship has proven equal to the 
occasion, but official reports are that the entire European military force 
of the czar is being mobilized. 
All peace proposals and overtures have been dropped.
